I will make no Apologie ſor 
my recalling your Thoughts, fo 
long aſter, to this ſad Theme. 
Our mutual Endearedneſs, his 
condeſcending Aﬀection 70 me, 
and my reverential Aﬀection ro 
him, were ſo generally known 
to thoſe that knew either of us, 
that it. mjght be expected I 
ſhquld take fome publick notice 
of this. ſevering ſtroak; and 
I may ſuppoſe my Circumſtan- 
ces to -be fo known, that it is 
obvious to every one to. under- 
ſtand I cauld do it. no ſooner. 

It willnot be unuſeful,tomake 
ſome brief. Reflection, upon this 
miraculous work of our Lord, 
and;thence return to the ſpecial. 
Subſet, which I defire your 
Thoughts may be fixed upon, as 
mine. have been. It was the 
moſt memorable of all our Lord's 
' Works of this kind, yet not men- 
tion'd by the other Evangeliſts ; 

B 3 leſt, 
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leſt, as is ſfuppos', it ſhould re- 


vive the Jewiſh Malice againſt 
Lazarus ; who, as Epiphanius tells 
us, was reported to have livd 3o. 
Years after, within which rime 
the others had all writ, whereas 
this Evangeliſt wrote not, till af- 
ter his final deceaſe. 

It was wrought for the ſame 
great End,for which all his won- 
derful Works were done, and 
writteh, generally, for the glory 
of God, as is intimated, v.4. and 
particularly, as this Evangeliſt 
tells us, Ch. 20.20, 2x. That we 
might believe that Jeſus was the 
Chriſt, the Son of God; and thar 
believing we might have life 
through by Name. And tho' they 
all had this deſign ; This,towards 
the end of his Courſe, ſeems 
meant for the laſt, and conclu- 
ſive,ſtroak,having a brighter,and 
more conſpicuous appearance of 


the Divine Glory in it, for a 


fuller

fuller, and more convidtive, de- 
monſtration, that he was the 
Son of God, and the Meſlias, as 
he gave himſelf out to be. And 
all things were' deſignd in the 
apteſt ſubſerviency hereto ; that, 
once for all, this long diſputed 
Point might be put out of all 
doubr. 

For this End it is ordered, 
that Lazarus ſhould at this time 
fall ſick. Nothing more appea- 
red to Humane Proſpe&, but 
that the Diſeaſe befel him ac- 
cording to the common courſe 
of Natural Cauſes: But fays our 
Lord, This Sickneſs is not unto 
Death ; viz. as the final and per- 
manent event, or deſign of it; 
but for the glory of God, that the 
Son of God might beglorified there- 
by, v.q. God s Counſels lie deep, 
not obvious to. common view. 
When ſuch a Servant of God is 
fallen fick, we know not what 
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he intends to.. bring out of -it- 
His Glory, may in his own way, 
and time, ſo much the more 
_ brightly ſhine forth, tho' we 
yet diſtindtly, know not when, 
or how. | | 
Upon this account, when our 
Lord not only heard of Laza- 
rw's ſickneſs, but knew he was 
dead, he yet defers two Days, 
even tho' he knew him to have 
then been at leaſt two days dead 
before : So that when he now 
comes to the place he finds him 
to have lain four days in the 
Grave ; V.17. He reſolves to 
give ſo much the greater ſcope, 


and advantage, to the Glory of - 


the Divine Power, to diſplay 
and evidence it ſelf. He defers 
till now Death, and the Grave, 
were in full dominion, . that his 
Conqueſt might be the more 
glorious. He had before rais'd 
lome from Death, none =_m 
tne 


| matjon of his own pyrpoſe, and 
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the Grave. The lamenting, Re- 
latives were now in deſpair-- 
The thoughts of Reſtitution 
were quite laid aſide. All thei 
hopes were buried with the De- 
ceas'd in the ſame Grave, as may 
be colleted from ſundry follow- 
ing Verſes. | 

In the like deſpair, not long 
aſter, were .the mortrnfpl- Dil- 
ciples, concerning their not on- 
ly deceaſed, but entomb'd, Lord, 


unto whoſe ſurprizing Reſur- 
- reQtion, this ſeems a deſign'd 


Prelude. 

The bereaved Relations, and 
their Comforters were now all 
abandon'd toSorrow,and drencht 
in Tears. And with the reſt we 
are told, v.35. that Feſws wept. - 

But why was this?, was it 
that he knew not his own Mind, 
or diſtruſted his own Power? 

He had given ſufficient inti- 
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of the foreſight he had of the 
certain, glorious Iſſue, of this 
gloomy dark Providence. Tis 
evident therefore 'for what he 
wept not. Tis not ſo obvious 
to conclude for what he wept. 

It is moſt unworthy of him 
to ſuppoſe his was fejgned Sor- 
row, or that he (hed hypocriti- 
cal Tears. Nor was this the 
only inſtance of his weeping ; 
No, no, he was a Man of Sor- 
row, acquainted with Griefs ; 
and had always in view, ſuffici- 
ent cauſe of real Soul-trouble, as 
this is call'd, v. 33. He groaned 
in Spirit and wag troubled ;" Tt 
mult be, by the Contexture of 
the Evangelical Hiſtorygnear the 
time of his weeping over Feru- 
ſalem, when his Soul was fill'd 
and taken up with ſad and 
mournful Themes. 

But who can tell what 
thoughts lay deep in that wy 
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on Dr. William Bates. 


and comprehenſive Mind ! We 
are ſure, tho' he wept with the 
reſt, that 'twas not «« they 
wept, nor from the ſame mo- 
tives. His thoughts were not 
as their thoughts, but as far wi- 
der, and higher, as the Heavens 
are than the Earth, We have 
no way to know what his 
thoughts were , we know what 
they might be. Heſaw not Fers- 
ſalem only , but all 'this World 
buried in Sin and Death. He 
could not as the ſecond: Adam be, 
the Reſurrefion and Life, as he 
ſpeaks, v.25, without beholding, 
with a compaſlionate Heart, the 
Impurities, and Miſerics, where- 
with it was delug d by the Firſt. 

And he had »ow enough in 
view , to diſcompoſe his pure 
Mind , intent upon high and 
great things ; that when his bu- 
fineſs into this World was topre- * 
pare Men for another, and, 
when 
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when they were fit, to tranſlate 
them thither : Even they that 
profeſt to believe on him, ſhould 
no. more , underſtand him 
that his kind, and great Deſign 
ſhould be no more grateial to 
them, and ſo ſlowly enter in- 
to their Minds and Hearts, that 
when they ſaw one ſuch, tranſ- 
lation, it ſhould ſo much dif- 
_ pleafethemn, and they fo little re- 
lifh ir, as to be all in Tears and 
Lamentations thereupon ; . and 
and-thereby diſcover ituch an af- 
fixedneſs of Heart and Spirit to 
this preſent World, and ſtate of 
things, as to prefer the enjoy- 
ment of a Friend on Earth,before 
all the Glories of. the Heavenly 
flate ; ſo might their immode- 
rate weeping ſome way cauſe 
bis Tears. But when ke expreſt 
his trouble by Groans, and 
Tears, he fuppreſt the cauſes of 
ir, and goes on to his preſent 1n- 
tended work, - In 
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In order hereto, ver. 39. he 
commands the grave-ſtone to be 
remov'd ; neglefting the objei- 
on, v. 39. [by this tame he (tinks.] 

He obferved, with a compat- 
ſionate indulgence,rhe diffidence, 
which he meant ſpeedily to re- 
fute. Nor, becauſe we alfo are 
too prone to preſcribe limits to 
the Divine Power, ought we, 
for his Indulgence, to be the leſs 
ſevere to our ſelves. |
